Mere is XTAL JR., a bit later than we had intended, but 
welcome, we hope. The disappearance of our radio communication system, 
and the abandonment of regular activity reports, make the preparation of 4 
bulictin like this a bit difficult, but the effort must be continued. It be- 
comes more and more obvious that some such publication as this is absolutely 
essential, for there is no other way in which Canadian ham news can be cir- 
culated. We Canadian amateurs have long depended for much of the news of our 
operations on the"Activities Section" of QST. Tor various reasons this most 
valuable of ali amateur radio publications no longer oarries news from our 
side of the boundary. Q8T and similar publications will still serve to keep 
us up-to-date in the technical fields, but we are now on our own in providing 
mews of Canadian activities. For thers ARE activities, and XTAL JR, will try 
to gather news of them and disseminate it. Particularly important is it that 
some link be provided between the amateurs on active service and the rest of 
Cansdian hamdom. In line with this, the Rxecutive of the VE Operators’ As- 
sociation haye voted that a11 Canadian radio amateurs with His Majesty's 
Forces shall hava, until further notice, full rights of membership in the 
Associsbion, including the reception of XTAL JR., as issued. 

To serve these purposes the publishers of XTAL JR, nead information. 
First, news is needed. Hams @1) over Canada can cooperate by writing head— 
quarters and supplying information on what is being done by the radio ama- 
seury of their vicinity. Second, if XTAL JR. is to be supplied to the uma- 
tours with the Porras, the names, ranks, regimental numbers, and units of 
those entitled to receive it mst be available. ‘The help of all amateurs, 
both within and cut of the Foreas, is requested for this purpose, 

Although the annuel dues in war-time have been reduced to 25 cents, a 
number of members have sent in renewals of $1.00, the balance to be used as 
needed. The Executive greatly appreciate such action, as it will assist in 
the mailing of XTAL JR. to the Forces. 


CLUB ACTIVITIES 


Aire Key Klick Klub of Toronto held its annual banquet on April & at the 
New Statler Hotel. About 140 persons attended, including 8 from the 
Hamilton Radio Club, VE2NL from Rividre du Loup, and many other out-of-town 
hams. Ken Soble made a recording of his Silver Dollar program during the 
banquet. It was played back as soon as made, and on April 9 was broadcast 
over CFRE. The toast to the King was given by Syd Prior, and to Ham Radio 
by Tow Powell. 

Ernie Swan, engineer at CKCL, related some of the trials*and tribulations 
encountered in building the new CKCL 1,000-watt transmitter, which will be 
located to the east of Toronto. It will use two vertical antennae five- 
e@ighths of a wave-length apart, giving an east-west pattern. Gome of the un- 
usual features of the station plans were described, and photographs displayed. 

During the evening a collection was taken for the purpose of purchasing 
cigarettes to be sent to England with the compliments of those present, and 
distributed at one of the Empire hamfests being held at military base camps. 
The sum of $7.00 was obtained, which will serve to purchase 2,100 cigarettos. 

A C.N.R.- colour movie, "A Trip through the Rockies", was shown, followed 
by the prize draw. The hamfest continued until “closing time". 


The Wireless Association of Ontario had a most successful meeting on April 
i2, in the Electrical Building, University of Toronto. The policy of the 
.A.0.0. is to keep alive interest in the technical phases of radio and re- 
lated subjects. In pursuance of this, the speaker of the evening was Mr. R.B. 
Steele, Chief Engineer, Canadian National Telegraphs, whose subject was "Tole- 
grams by Wired Wireless". In a delightful manner Mr. Stcele explained the 
systems of multiple telegraphy, the so-called carrier current method, some of 
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which operate at radio frequencies, others within the audio range. A large series of 
llantern-slide photographs and diagrams made the explanations clear, The high point 
of the address was the actual demonstration of an audio carrier system, and the aud- 
ience was permitted to hear on a speaker, and see on an oscilloscope, the form of the 
transmission at the various stages along the route. 

Another feature of the program was the presentation by Alf Edmunds, as an entry 
in the Radio College Competition, of a tube tester and anelyser of unique design. 
Among other special features, this has provision for the testing of any element of 4 
tube in any possible function. thus allowing for the almost infinite variation that 
characterizes the modern series of radio tubes. 


{he Northern Alberta Radio Club, of Edmonton, is sponsoring and circulating a 
petition to the Dominion authorities, urging the licensing of Canadian amateurs for 
operation on the ultra-high frequency bands. Although reasons for opposing such 4 
move were outlined in © previous issue of TAL JR., the N.AR.C are offering some 
good arguments in favour, and the VE Ops wish them luck, for the matter is at least 
worthy of the full consideration of the authorities.

THE ROYAL CANADIAN CORPS OF SIGNALS 


Amateur radio operators are interested these days in the branches of the Armed 
Forces in which radio and other forms of signalling are employed, For this reason 
XTAL JR. here offers a brief account of the organization and function of the Royal 
Canadian Corps of Signals. It is hoped in future issues to discuss the commun ca— 
tions work of the Royal Canadian Air Force and the Royal Canadian Navy. Naturelly 
these discussions will have to be limited to matters of "common knowledge", or we 
might have the censors cracking down, hi! 

The Roysl Canadian Corps of Signals is a distinct branch 
of the Canadian army, just as is the infantry or the Royal 
Canadian Artillery. ‘The "Signals", as the Corps is famil- 
farly known, is classed with the fighting troopa, as distinct 
from such non-fighting services as the Royal Canadian Army 
Medical Corps. The R.C.C,S. is responsible for all commun= 
ication in the army above that carried on within infantry 
battalions and artillery batteries, For this purpose the Badge of the Royal Canad- 
Corps employs all possible means of communication, nob only ian Corps of Signals. 
radio, line, lamp, heliograph, and flag, but also numbers 
of motor cynle dispatch riders. ‘The higher units of the 
Signals are vory flexible, and may be organized to fit the task at hand, but the com- 
monest unit, known as Divisional Signals, hes a fixed organization, with a definite 
Sumber of men, and specified ®quipment. "Div, Sigs.” serves a Division, which {5 4 
force of about 15,000 man, including 411 arms ond services, To supply the communica- 
tions for a Division, Diy. Sigs. is organized into three companies, of which No.1 
supplies the neods of Divisional Headquarters, No.2, the artillery, and No.3, the 
infantry brigades. Most of the radio, or wireless, as they call it in the army, 18 
operated by "A" section of No.l company, but radio is ulso used with the artillery 
and infantry. 

The men of the R,C.0,S, are known as Signalmen, just as infantrymen ave Privates, 
and ertillerymen are Gunners. Most of the signalmen are specially qualified in some 
"trade", such as that of operator, lineman, or electrician. Non-commigeioned officers 
have very responsible tasks, and have to “know their stuff". The work of the officers 
16 mainly directive, and they do very little of the actual Signalling. Unlike an in- 
Tantry lieutenant, who leads his mon into battle, @ signal lieutenant directs Opera- 
tions of his command, and thus works, on 4 small senle, more like a colonel or a gen- 
eral Graduates in electrical engineering are preferred for Signals conmissions, but 
other qualifications are considered.
